call for an. atnbulrnee and physician 
should be ieu' in as soon as possible. 
In case of sunstroke, place the vie 
tim in thi simile, -.vhere he can rest 
as easily as possible. Dash cold water 
ia the face, ar.d bathe the hands with 
it. Try r.o rsauec the temperature as 
rapidly as possible. Stimulants should 
not be used except in extreme cases, 
where the patient shows signs of un- 
usual weakness. 


If there is prostration, give the pa- 


tient all the air possible. Open the 
clothes about the chest, and fan vig- 
orously. 
Do not attempt to reduce 


the temperature by the use of either 
Ice or water.
